Hall 
was convinced that robbery was 
the motive and that she based her 
belief upon the fact that all of the 
valuables upon the person of her 
husband were missing.

dlesex counties were detailed to 
accompany Mrs. Hall to the Peo- 
ple's Trust Company to open the 
safe deposit box rented by heir huJ 
band. Several 
members 
of 
the 


state police also were detailed to 
accompany the widow and to make 
an inventory of everything found 
in the box. 


Publication of letters that pass- 


ed between Dr. Hall and Mrs. Mills, 
has caused a change of attitude on 
the part of Jaines Mills, the mild 
mannered easy going husband of 
the murdered choir leader. He has
